Call for beach 
cleaning help 

VOLUNTEERS are sought for a beach 
cleaning mission in Seaton on Sunday, 
September 18th. 

The Marine Conservation Society (MCS) 
is holding its annual Beachwatch Big 
Weekend, which involves a litter survey and 
clean-up of beaches around Britain. 

Axe Vale and District Conservation 
Society acts as the MCS’s agent by 
organising the event in Seaton. 

Volunteers are asked to meet at 
Fisherman’s Gap at 10am and are also asked 
to bring gloves, a pencil and suitable 
clothing. 

An MCS spokesperson said: “The tide of 
litter washing up on our shores is not just 
unpleasant to look at, it can harm and kill 
some of our best-loved marine wildlife. 

“Over 170 species of marine wildlife 
including seabirds, turtles and whales have 
mistaken marine litter for food resulting in 
starvation, poisoning and fatal stomach 
blockages. 

“Plastic packaging and discarded fishing 
nets also injure, entangle and drown some of 
Britain’s favourite marine animals, 
including seals and dolphins. 

“MCS surveys have recorded a steady 
increase in the amount of beach litter 
compared to 1994. 

“The four main sources of litter found on 
UK beaches come from the public, fishing, 
sanitary waste (particularly cotton bud 
sticks) and shipping.”

UNIQUE footage of life at a 
former public school has been 
recovered and put in the public 
domain. 

Life at Allhallows School, Rousdon, 
circa 1970 is laid bare in a film by 
then student George Hayter. 

Mr Hayter was 18 years old at the 
time and he used a clockwork cine 
camera borrowed from his parents. 

He went on to become a BBC TV 
technician and journalist — and 
showed early promise when shooting 


the five-minute plus film. 

Mr Hayter had more or less 
forgotten about the film when he was 
invited to a reunion. 

Organisers asked everyone to bring 
photos from their days at Allhallows 
School. 

Mr Hayter said: “I don’t have any 
photos but I thought of the film. I 
retrieved the film from a long- 
forgotten cardboard box in response 
to a request for memorabilia for a 
school reunion.” 

He managed to recover the 
cardboard box from the depths of a 
crowded cupboard and proceeded to 


put the film on YouTube. 

Mr Hayter, who lives in 
Southampton, said: “The silent film 
shows boys eating in the dining hall, 
larking about in a study and strolling 
off to the bushes for a cigarette. 

“When the colour film was made, in 
the summer of 1970, the punishment 
for smoking at the posh boarding 
school was the cane from the 
headmaster. But the grainy footage 
suggests that the prospect of a painful 
beating did little to discourage boys 
having a puff. 

“Pupils at the former school are 
seen indulging in nicotine without a 


care in the world. The 8mm footage 
also shows boys strolling on what was 
effectively the school’s private beach, 
which lay at the bottom of the 
landslip, 500 feet below the school 
buildings.” 

The school closed in the 1990s but 
Mr Hayter’s film is likely to be a hit at 
the reunion, to be held at the home of 
a former student on Saturday, 
September 10th. 

He published the film under the title 
Allhallows Public School 1970 at 
www.youtube.com.

Council reviews its polling stations 


HONITON could have three 
new polling stations when it is 
time for the next local or 
general election. 

East Devon District Council 
(EDDC) has carried out a review 
of polling districts and stations — 
and a report has been produced 
for a cabinet meeting on 
Wednesday, September 7th. 

The report flags up issues with 
three Honiton venues used in the 
past. 

The Red Cross Hall is one of 
them and the report states: 
“Although the hall is highly 
suitable for the purpose, 
difficulties have arisen in relation 
to booking issues. 


“Littletown Primary School in 
Honiton Bottom Road is being 
investigated as a possible 
alternative, though the disruption 
created is fully appreciated.” 

The report didn’t elaborate on 
the alleged booking issues, and it 
is understood the hall will close 
in any case. 

Mackarness Hall is also 
mentioned in the report, which 
states: “The town council and 
others have raised comments 
regarding Mackarness Hall in 
that it is cold and there is no 
convenient parking. 

“A possible alternative could be 
The Masonic Hall opposite the 
cattle market car park, and other 


sites are being investigated.” 

East Devon Business Centre’s 
location has caused concern and a 
replacement has already been 
confirmed, the report stating: 
“Complaints have been received 
from electors and elected 
members regarding the use of 
East Devon Business Centre. 

“This was not an ideal venue to 
be used as a polling station and a 
venue closer to the town centre 
would be more convenient for 
electors. 

“The Heathfield Inn, Walnut 
Road, which is within the 
community and is on a bus route 
will be used at the next 
elections.”

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Rare ladybird 
is discovered 

CONSERVATIONISTS and 
naturalists are celebrating the 
discovery of a rare ladybird 
species. 

The discovery, thought to be the 
first of its kind for almost 60 years, 
was made on Axe Estuary Wetlands 
by Richard Comont. 

He is a PhD student at the Centre 
for Ecology and Hydrology and part 
of the UK Ladybird Survey. 

He found a 13-spot ladybird larva 
during a recent BioBlitz event 
organised by East Devon District 
Council. 

Richard said: “As soon as I saw the 
larva I was fairly sure it was a 13- 
spot — it’s something I’ve dreamt of 
finding. 

“It’s such a significant discovery 
that I took it back to rear it to 
adulthood to make absolutely sure.” 

An EDDC spokesperson said: “The 
13-spot ladybird, Hippodamia 13- 
punctata, was always a rare ladybird 
in Britain and was thought to have 
gone extinct in the country in 1952. 

“There have been 10 confirmed 
sightings in the last decade along the 
south coast of Britain which sparked 
hopes that this beetle might be on the 
verge of making a comeback. 

“This discovery is the first breeding 
record of the beetle since 1952 and 
may well be the first British larva 
ever found.” 

Andrew Whitehouse, conservation 
officer for South West England at 
Buglife — The Invertebrate 
Conservation Trust, said: “How 
exciting to rediscover this ladybird 
breeding in Devon.”

FORTY Axminster Tool Centre 
staff volunteered to provide 
samples for a medical research 
project. 

The Exeter 10,000 project is run by 
Peninsula Clinical Research Facility 
(PCRF), which is part of Peninsula 
College of Medicine and Dentistry 
(PCMD) in Exeter. 

The project aims to compile a 
research register of 10,000 
individuals from the Exeter and east 
Devon areas. 

Having the register will enable 
researchers at PCMD to investigate 
common diseases such as diabetes 
and help improve diagnosis, treatment 
and prevention. 

A PCRF spokesperson explained: 
“Diabetes is a major cause of 
morbidity and mortality and has been 
estimated to account for 10 per cent of 
NHS spending and this is likely to 
increase. 

“Therefore, understanding how to 
prevent complications is a major 
health priority, and looking at people 


who do not have diabetes, and its 
asscociated complications, is an 
effective way to identfy factors that 
mean some people go on to develop 
complications and others do not.” 

Three research nurses recently set 
up a mobile clinic at Axminster 
Power Tool Centre to collect blood 
and urine samples from 40 volunteers. 

In addition, the volunteers also went 
through a basic health assessment. 

PCRF manager Dr Gillian Baker 
said: “The response from Axminster 
Tool Centre’s employees to 
participate in the Exeter 10,000 
project was fantastic. 

“They have helped local researchers 
achieve their mission, which is to 
advance the healthcare of tomorrow. 

“The company has not only donated 
employee time but this year is 
supporting the charity Peninsula 
Foundation in its aim to provide 
diabetes research funding and patient 
support through the DIRECT diabetes 
project. 

“Projects like the Exeter 10,000 
project and the local charity Peninsula 
Foundation DIRECT diabetes project 
would not be possible without the 


support from our local community. 

“We are grateful for Axminster Tool 
Centre’s support and participation in 
improving the healthcare of the 
future.” 

Peninsula Foundation’s Direct 
project supports vital diabetes 
research to improve the understanding 
and management of the condition. 

The charity makes donations to 
PCMD and to the MacLeod Diabetes 
and Endocrine Centre in Exeter. 

It has provided the PCRF with a 
mobile clinic, which is used for 
outreach activities such as collecting 
for the Exeter 10,000 project. 

The total number recruited to the 
Exeter 10,000 project has topped the 
3,000 mark.

In 
Benghazi the Roman church is said 
to continue a pastoral ministry. 

To conclude Ray Hunter from 
Axminster writes: “I have just 
listened to a recording on ‘Being a 
Christian in tough times,’ and we 
most certainly are going through 
tough times at the moment in the 
world and in our country.

SEATONIANS have until early October to come 
forward with ideas for Seafield Gardens. 

The large water fountain in Seafield Gardens, which is 
owned and maintained by East Devon District Council 
(EDDC), has been broken for some time and the council 
says it cannot afford to maintain and fix it. 

As a result, EDDC has decided to replace the fountain 
with “an exciting new feature”. 

An EDDC spokesperson said: “What you would like 
Seafield Gardens to look like? 

“The council has a budget of £38,000, which was 
originally allocated to repair the fountain, but which will 
now be used to provide an exciting new feature for the 
area, which residents can help design and choose. 

“As the area is designated as a garden, any proposal 
would need to be sympathetic to its surroundings, and it 
would also need to take into account future maintenance 
and restoration costs. 

“For example a skate park would not be appropriate at 
this location due to it being near residential flats. 

“Uses for the area such as an enhanced picnic site, public 
performance amphitheatre, small cafe concession or 
similar would be suitable. 

“Please send your ideas to EDDC. This can be a 
description or a picture, or both. Once all the proposals are 
in EDDC will check which ones fit the criteria and could 
be carried out within the budget. 

“When there is a short-list of eligible projects people 
will be asked to vote on which idea they want to happen.”

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aviary prey 

A CRASH and flutter of wings at first light from 
the aviary close to the house revealed an 
immature hen sparrowhawk calmly sitting on the 
aviary roof, inspecting the terrified inhabitants 
inside. 

This hawk is becoming increasingly impudent and 
now regularly seeks her first kill of the day at my 
expense. Despite banging the window, she took not the 
slightest notice and remained poised in the hope that 
she could snatch a finch through the wire. So far half-a- 
dozen aviary birds have been killed in this fashion. 

Eventually, I had to go outside to usher her away but 
I have little doubt that she will be back. There are, 
literally, dozens of house sparrows on feeders round the 
other side of the house, yet she never seems to make an 
aerial assault on them. 

An unusual sighting yesterday evening. Sitting in a 
high seat, watching for deer, a mature roe buck 
gradually fed towards me until it was within 20 yards. 
It carried a good six-point head and was probably 
middle-aged. Suddenly, a young two-year-old buck, 
appeared under the seat, stamped a hoof in anger and 
then charged the older buck. 

Both squared up to each other, and though there was 
no clash of antlers, this was an unusual sight at this time 
of year, especially as the rut has been over for several 
weeks. Eventually, both decided to retire and slowly 
grazed away. 

Meanwhile, from the Axe Estuary newsletter, 
assembled by David Walters, I note that no fewer than 
36 little egrets were counted at Colyford Common on 
August 15th, while a young cuckoo was seen and 
photographed feeding on caterpillars. Meanwhile, a 
species of ladybird which had long been thought nearly 
extinct has now been found on these wetlands. 

A small breeding colony of the 13-spot ladybird has 
been discovered, the first breeding record since 1952, 
although there have been 10 confirmed sightings along 
the south coast in the past decade. This ladybird sports 
between seven and 15 black spots on a background of 
orange-red, but is smaller than the more familiar seven 
spot ladybird, as well as being longer and thinner. Let’s 
hope these rare ladybirds do not fall victim to the 
aggressive and increasingly widespread and invasive 
harlequin beetle. 

On Wednesday, September 14th a Geology and Wild 
About Weymouth walk will take place at King Barrow 
Quarries Nature Reserve at Portland. Visitors will be 
able to see the fossilised remains of pre-historic trees, 
fossils of oysters and cockles, old mining tunnels and 
ancient stone walls. The reserve is also teeming with 
wildlife, including chalkhill blues and Adonis 
butterflies, linnets, meadow pipits, whitethroats and 
little owls and, of course, wild flowers and lichens. 

The walk will take place at 1 lam to 1pm and visitors 
should meet at the entrance to the reserve by the name 
stone, just off the A354. Booking is essential, so contact 
Samantha Dallimore on 01305 816546. 

From stone quarries to the beach. Investigation and 
surveys have shown that seaweed and debris washed up 
by the tides provide food for insects and bugs, which in 
turn attract mammals such as pygmy shrews, foxes, 
hares, bats and even hedgehogs. Spiders, centipedes 
and predatory beetles make the beach home, including 
some very rare species. 

However, beach owners can cause immense damage 
when cleaning beaches with machines, as they remove 
the top 15cm of sand and with it all the wildlife and, as 
a result, those responsible for cleaning beaches are 
being asked to do so by hand in order to protect 
wildlife. In order to discover how you can help to 
monitor beach life there will be a Strandline Monitoring 
training event on September 10th starting at 10.30am at 
Osmington Village Hall followed by a seashore survey 
in the afternoon. Call Julie Hatcher on 01929 481044 
for more information.

ONE DAY (12A) 


BASED on the best-selling book 
by David Nicholls, One Day has 
been described as the romance of 
the modern century, so it’s little 
surprise that the big-screen 
adaptation has been one of the 
eagerly anticipated films of the 
year. 

Anne Hathaway and Jim Sturgess 
take the leads as bookish Yorkshire 
lass Emma Morley and charming 
ladies’ man Dexter May hew, who 
have a drunken encounter on their 
graduation on St Swit hi n’s Day in 
1988, and make a pact to remain 
friends. 

“When I sleep with someone, I 
either end up crying or weeping. We 
might bump into each other in the 
future. We’ll just be friends,” remarks 
Em, after a lame attempt at seducing 
Dexter, to which he replies: “Let’s 
keep in touch.” 

True to their words, the two friends 
stay in touch throughout the next few 
years, as Dex travels around the 
world while E mm a slaves away in a 
Mexican restaurant in London. Their 
friendship is tested, first in 1992, 
when they decide on a spontaneous 
whim to go away on holiday together. 

Despite the friends working in 
London — Dex channelling a young 


Jonathan Ross as his TV career hits a 
peak, while Em, who is now dating 
stand-up comic Ian (Rafe Spall), 
trains as a teacher — they often lose 
touch before reconnecting again. 

Unsurprisingly, the film, directed 
by An Education’s Lone Scherfig 
with a script by Nicholls, rushes 
through the characters’ lives 
throughout 20 years, as they deal with 
the joys and heartbreaks of life. 

The challenge of the adaptation 
depends largely on the chemistry 
between Hathaway and Sturgess, but 
all too often, her accent distracts from 
that. 

Hathaway — who has been 
described as too glamorous for the 
part — does a pretty good job, 
although she switches between 
Yorkshire and London accents, with 
her American twang slipping out in 
certain scenes. The casting of 
Sturgess is a surprise but rather spot 
on. 

Although Spall steals the show as 
Ian, the other characters, such as 
Romola Garai as Dex’s wife Sylvie 
and Patricia Clarkson as his mother, 
feel largely underused. 

The book is so well-loved that it is 
tough to do it justice, but despite 
everything, it's an able adaptation 
capturing the spirit of the book, 
which fans will still enjoy.
